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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 3/28/1 1 has 
been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15 and 19-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants filed a request for continued examination on 3/28/1 1 . The only 

change proposed was to add claim language to account for one or more planar areas of 
electrically conducting diamond. This change does not affect the allowability of claims 
1-15 and 9-24. Additionally, nothing cited on the newly presented IDS sheet altered the 
previous determination of the allowable subject matter. 

The IDS dated 3/28/1 1 included an article by Pang et al. (Diamond and Related 
materials, vol. 6, 1997, pages 333-338. Pang et al. teach a semiconductor field-effect- 
transistor which comprises doped and undoped regions of diamond (i.e. conducting and 
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non-conducting regions). First, as required by claim 3 of the present invention, Pang et 
al. does not teach recessed areas of non-conducting diamond in relation to the 
conducting regions. Additionally, as required by both claim 1 and claim 3 of the present 
invention, Pang et al. does not teach a contact surface on a back side of the electrically 
conducting diamond layer for connection to an external circuit.
